The California State University 
Board of Trustees voted Wednesday 
15-3 to raise student fees for fall 
2005. 

The Trustees plan is to raise stu- 
dent fees continuously until students 
are paying for either 25 or 33 percent 
of their total education Associated 


Students Inc. Vice President of 
Finance James Shelby II said. 

Currently there is no set percent 
students pay for their education. It 
fluctuates every year depending on 
the state budget, Shelby said. 

Newly appointed Trustee 
Melinda Guzman Moore asked for a 
postponement of the fee increase 
vote from the Sept. 14 to the Oct. 29 
meeting pending an analysis of how 


the fee increase would affect stu- 
dents. 

“If we are going to increase fees, 
we're going to have to increase aid,” 

uzman Moore said. 

This is the fourth time the trustees 
have voted to raise student fees in the 
last two years. Student fees have 
gone up 48 percent since then. 

ASI President Josh Wood said he 
is extremely disappointed in the 
trustee’s lack of judgment. 

“Obviously they cannot be trust- 
ed to make ethical decisions about 
our education,” Wood said. 

Student fees have jumped from 


$1,428 in fall 2001 to a proposed 
$2,520 starting fall 2005. 

Wood says students cannot trust 
the trustees to make good decisions 
on their behalf. 

‘They refuse to invest in our edu- 
cation.” Wood said. “The Office of 
Governmental Affairs is our lobby- 
ing office and we’re going to keep 
pushing.” 

Starting next year Gov. 
Schwarzenegger has promised to 
increase state funding in exchange 
for a 10 percent increase in student 
fees until 2007. 

A nonbinding contract that the 
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again 


governor proposed calls for both the 
CSU and the University of California 
systems to cut spending by $660 mil- 
lion this year. 

“T don’t think that it will affect us 
too bad next year. It’s the long-term 
fee policy that they didn’t vote on 
that leaves us open to drastic increas- 
es in the future,’ Shelby said. 

Shelby said that although no 
increase is a good increase, 8 percent 
isn’t so bad. 

“Of course we don’t like any 
increase. They need to come up with 
a long term fee policy that we can all 
agree on,” Shelby said.

Flu shots 
to begin 
this week

Students will only have two 
days to receive the flu vaccination 
at Sacramento State this season, 
since the California Department of 
Health Services has ordered the 
Student Health Center and all 
health care providers to limit 
administering the vaccine to high- 
risk individuals. 

The Student Health Center will 
hold a clinic in its main building 
Nov. 4 and, if there is any left, will 
hhave another clinic Nov. 5 where 
people will be heavily screened to 
ensure they are eligible to receive 
the vaccination. 

Darlene Spencer, clinic manag- 
er of the Student Health 
Connection, said the health center 
must follow strict guidelines when 
administering the vaccine because 
it could face legal ramifications if it 
fails to comply. 

‘This isn’t a health center deci- 
sion, this is a state order,’ Spencer 
said. “People who don’t abide by it 
can be penalized.” 

According to the California 
Department of Health Services, 
those considered in the high risk cat- 
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ers to Win.

The Interfraternity Council, the 
governing body over Sacramento 
State fraternities, has become inac- 
tive because of failure to complete 
on time the student organization 
registration process required by 
Student Activities. The IFC has 
until Nov. 15 to appeal Student 
Activities, which will then review 
and consider IFC’s inactivity. 

IFC, along with about 100 other 
clubs, was suspended Oct. | for not 
submitting registration require- 
ments before the Sept. 30 deadline. 
The extended deadline to appeal 
suspension was also missed on Oct. 
15, placing IFC and 40 other clubs 
on inactive status. 

According to the Student 
Organization Registration Process 
form in the Student Activities 
Office, inactive organizations lose 
existing funding and cannot apply 
for Dollars for Organizations and 
Clubs through Associated Students. 
According to the form, all room 
reservations will also be cancelled 
and no new reservations for any 
room may be requested. 

Student Activities Director Lou 
Camera said the president of any 


organization 
is the primary 
contact for 
coordinating 
with Student 
Activities. 

“Orr 
communica- 
tion goes 
directly to the 
president of 
the club, so it is the president that is 
ultimately responsible. Obligations 
may be assigned to officers within 
an organization, but a president 
must always confirm,” Camera 
said. 

IFC President Brandon Kline 
said IFC is active and blames 
Student Activities for communica- 
tion errors that have caused the 
organization to become inactive.

Alumnus takes top job with CHP 


Brown plans to reduce workers’ 
compensation within department

Sacramento State alumnus 
Michael Brown is the new top cop 
of the California Highway Patrol. 

Hand picked by Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, Brown extended 
his lengthy resume in law enforce- 
ment and community service by 
way of his Sept. 15 appointment as 
the new commissioner of the CHP. 

‘T .. ami # honored)” Gov. 
Schwarzenegger has asked me to 
lead the Highway Patrol,” Brown 
said. “I feel that with this responsi- 
bility, the bar has been raised and 
that it is going to be challenging to 
confront the issues ahead.” 

Brown began his career with the 
CHP more than 27 years ago, but 
his interest in law enforcement 
began when he received his first 
baccalaureate degree in criminal 
justice at Sac State. 

“My learning process to become 
what I am today really started when 
I was at Sac State,’ Brown said. 
‘It’s also been fun to watch Sac 


+ Stategrow over the Years and reflect 


back on what I did.” 

Brown said the university taught - 
him a lot of life-skills that essential- 
ly helped shape his future. 

“Tt is important for the students 
of Sacramento State to experience 
as much as they can,’ Brown said. 
“Going to college starts the learning 
process for students and teaches 
them the importance about being 
independent and growing on their 
own terms.” 

Since 1977, Brown has worked 
in many different positions within 
the CHP. 

After working through the rank 
of captain, in 1991 he became com- 
mander in charge of all the opera- 
tions in and around the San Diego 
area. From 1992 to 1995 he was the 
commander of special representa- 
tives where he coordinated all of the 
CHP’s legislative activities across 
the state. 

Brown has also worked on anti- 
terrorism task forces in the FBI, Los 
Angeles County and Department of 
Homeland Security. In 2000 he was 
appointed the chief fof the southerg

division, responsible for 1,700 
workers and a $118 million budget. 
Amidst all the positions he has 
garnered over the years, Brown’s 
experience also includes teaching as 
a part-time professor in the criminal 
justice department at Sac State. 
“Would I ever do it again? 
Never say, ‘never,’ Brown said in 
response to teaching. “I really 
enjoyed it, and it was refreshing for 
me to hear the thoughts and ideas 
presented from students in class.” 
Brown is currently bringing 
himself up to date with the rest of 
his staff. He said though he is anx- 
ious to get through this introductory 
period, he realizes its importance 
because of the many the challeng- 
ing issues the CHP regularly faces. 
“There is no urban area in the 
state that is not affected by issues of 
traffic safety,’ Brown said. “There 
are over 4,000 traffic-related deaths 
a year in California, and to me that 
is no different than if those deaths 
came from the barrel of a gun.” 
Brown, a Republican, said that 
he agrees with Schwarzenegger’s 
policy to reduce workers’ compen- 
sation. He said that because the 
CHP is saving money on workers’ 
compensation, it is now able to 
make room for new jobs. 
He said this is’a tougli, decision, 
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but sacrificing workers’ compensa- 
tion in exchange for more officers 
patrolling California’s highways is 
done to reduce the amount of traf- 
fic-related deaths and increase the 
overall safety of the highways. 

“The most difficult thing about 
my job is those times when you 
have to attend a fallen officer’s 
funeral,’ Brown said. “Every time 
we lose somebody, it’s like losing a 
member of your family.” 

On Brown’s inauguration day, 
Schwarzenegger lauded the Sac 
State alumnus for his work with the 
CHP and predicted success in 
Brown’s future endeavors. 

“Mike is a highly respected law 
enforcement officer with the vision 
to lead one of the most prestigious 
law enforcement organization in the 
world,” Schwarzenegger said at the 
inauguration. “He is a person of 
great integrity, and I am confident 
that he will provide excellent lead- 
ership and direction to the 
California Highway Patrol.” 

Brown also has a master’s in 
management from California State 
Polytechnic University, a master’s 
in criminal justice from California 
State University, Los Angeles, and

Registration for spring classes 
will be here soon, and some students 
are beginning to worry about 
whether they will get the classes that 
they need. 

Registration for classes is based 
on the priority the student falls 
under. Some students are able to 
register earlier than others because 
of their class level or because of spe- 
cial needs that they have that require 
an earlier registration. 

According to the registration 
guide, the order of registration prior- 
ity is disabled students, retention 
programs, graduating seniors, sen-. 
iors, freshmen attending orientation, 
freshmen, classified graduates, jun- 
iors, and lastly sophomores. — 

Some of the retention programs 
included in crane priority group 
are athletes, cheerleaders, debate 
team members, marching band 
members, and resident advisers.

Registrar Anita Hall said the pri- 
ority is listed in this order to keep 
students from competing for the 
same courses. It is assumed that 


freshman will not be registering for 
the same courses as graduating sen- 
iors or classified graduates so they 
can register at around the same time, 
she said. 

English 20 is considered sopho- 
more English, but often sophomores 
are unable to get into the class

egory are young children aged 6 to 
23 months, children on serious 
aspirin therapy, adults more than 65 
years old, people with chronic med- 
ical conditions, pregnant women, 
health care workers and residents of 
nursing homes. 

“Everyone that comes in will be 
screened. It’s based upon whether 
they fit these categories,” Spencer 
said, “People who are generally well 
individuals will not qualify for the 
vaccine.” 

Spencer said that not even all the 


staff members at the Student Health 
Center will qualify for the vaccine, as 
it will only be given to those who 
interact directly with patients. Most 
nursing students would meet these 
criteria, Spencer said, as many are 


considered health care workers who 
conduct clinical rotations with 
patients. 


Asthma sufferers will also be 
screened in detail, Spencer said, as 
the vaccination will only be given to 
those who use medication and have 
experienced recent attacks.

Health Center pharmacist in charge, 
said the health center initially ordered 


1,100 doses and ended up receiving 
only 550. | 

“We were fortunate to get what 
we got. They put us on the waiting 
list and they were able to promise us 
half of what we _ want 
Dumonchelle said. 

Spencer said last year the Student 
Health Center received 1,000 doses 
and almost ran out. 

The Student Health Center 
received:a delay in flu vaccine supply 
because it had to switch manufactur- 
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ers and the company it ordered from, 
Chiron Corporation, was unable to 
distribute the vaccine because of a 
failure to meet health standards by 
regulatory authorities in the United 
States and the United Kingdom. 

Aventis-Pasteur, a Canadian- 
based vaccine company, is now pro- 
viding the Student Health Center 
with the flu vaccination. 


Robert Miller, California 
Department of Health Services 
spokesman, said the Chiron 


Corporation contributes 40 percent 
of the state’s flu vaccination doses. 
Miller said it is hard to say what the 
effects of the shortages will be as it is 
still early in the flu season. 

Miller said the Federal Health 
Department and the Centers for 
Disease Control are working togeth- 
er to prevent situations like these 
from occurring in the future. 

The Sacramento County 
Department of Health Services 
received 6,380 doses of the Vaccine 
to distribute to high-risk groups. 
Miller said the three factors used to 
determine how many doses should 
be distributed to each county are pop- 
ulation size, past usage of the vaccine 
and an estimate of the number of 


people that are considered high risk. 


Glennah Trochet, public health 
officer for the Sacramento County 
Health Department, said it has not 
distributed its dosages yet. Trochet 
said that while in the past 
Sacramento County reserves the vac- 
cine for people without insurance or 
with a low income, this year it too 


will follow the strict guidelines. 


Trochet suggests that healthy stu- 
dents wanting to get vaccinated 
could get the nasal spray FluMist, 
which is a live viral vaccine. FluMist 
is only licensed for people without 
underlying health problems and it is 
available from many pharmacies, 
Trochet said. 

Spencer said the best way to pre- 


‘vent the flu this season is to have 


good hygiene by using a hand sani- 
tizer, and to be cautious when sharing 
objects like pens or utensils. 

“We’re hoping people who are 
sick stay home, and that’s going to 
be a controversial thing on campus 
because a lot of people are penalized 
attendance wise, but it’s not a great 
idea to come to school when you are 
sick,” Spencer said.

dent of the Sacramento Valley 
Astronomical Society, said she 
attributed the low attendance to the 
World Series game between the 


Boston Red Sox and the St. Louis . 


Cardinals airing on television the 


same night. 


Another contributing factor may 
have been the incorrect directions 
given on the group’s Web site, 
which said Granite Regional Park 
was located on 14th Avenue. The 
park is located off Ramona Drive. 

“T had some trouble finding the 
place,” said Adrienne Bird, 37; who 
came to the event. “There are a few 
cars having a party at the dead end 
on 14th Avenue right now.” 

Totality 2004 began its presenta- 
tion at 6:30 p.m. with a 15-minute 
presentation explaining the phe- 
nomenon of a lunar eclipse. 

When the Earth, sun and moon 
fall into a single line, an eclipse 
occurs because earth casts a dark 
shadow over the moon. Some sun- 
light refracts through Earth’s atmos- 
phere and shines on the moon, caus- 
ing it to appear reddish in color. 

The Sacramento Valley 
Astronomical Society recruited 40 
volunteers to help with the event. 

The Dark Skye Regiment, a 
sub-group of the Sacramento 


Astronomical Society, were dressed 


in black kilts, and as the groups 
ambassadors, they spoke readily 
with the media and the public. 

“T think a lot of women feel that 
astronomy is a male thing, and I’ve 
noticed that the kilts worn by the 
regiment make women and chil- 
dren feel more comfortable in 
approaching them,’ Dawn 
Chleborad said. “You have to have 
a sense of humor.” 

As the lunar eclipse entered 
totality at 7:23 p.m., those gazing at 
the dark sky could also see a few 
shooting stars. 

Three tables were set up next to 
the presentation video, including a 
fund-raising table selling astrono- 
my sweat shirts, a membership 


table for those interested in signing ~ 


up and a kid’s activity table, where 
children and their parents construct- 
ed star clocks out of paper. The star 


‘ clocks can tell time by locating the 


big dipper in the sky and matching 
it to how it appears on the paper 
wheel. 

Sac State student Kymica 
Brewer was there for an extra cred- 
it assignment for her Astronomy 4 
class taught by Professor Hulbe. 
Brewer said she had two assign- 
ments: one was to attend the event 
and write a paragraph about it, and 
the other was to illustrate the stages 
of the lunar eclipse. 

“There’s a lot of cool technolo- 


gy displayed tonight,’ Brewer said. 


Professor Hulbe, a member of 
the Astronomical Society for over 
30 years, was dressed in a bright red 
sweater and in high spirits. He said 
he was present strictly as an observ- 
er, and wouldn’t have missed the 
event for the World Series game. 

“T love baseball, but there’s a lot 
more baseball than lunar eclipses,” 
Hulbe said. 

- Another Sac State astronomy 
professor, Christopher Taylor, said 
that some of his students are mem- 
bers of the Sacramento Valley 
Astronomical Society, and although 
he didn’t offer them extra credit, he 
announced the event to his classes 
and encouraged them to attend. 

The Sacramento Valley 
Astronomical Society was’ founded 
60 years ago by a group of astrono- 
my enthusiasts. 

Carey Chleborad said the group 
currently boasts 350 family mem- 
berships, equating roughly to 
1,200-1,600 members. 

The group has hosted six major 
events in the past two years, and 
next January the group is planning 
to host a “Bright Comet” event.

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Six months in, Wood making good on promises

Six months after being elected 
Associated Students president, 
Jushua Wood has begun work to 
fulfill many campaign promises. 

Throughout his campaign, 
Wood focused on building student 
retention and was in opposition to 
fee increases, including those to 
support the Recreation, Wellness 
and Events Center, building a Greek 
_ row and increasing campus security. 

To accomplish many of his cam- 
paign promises, Wood has devel- 
oped a three-initiative plan called 
the Students’ Agenda. The plan does 
not include campus security or the 
RWEC. 

“The three-tier program sup- 
ports our goal of making it easier for 
a student to be a student,” Wood 
said. 


The first initiative is meant to 


fulfill Wood’s campaign promise 
concerning low. attrition by building 
a retention center. 

According to Institutional 
Research, a research Web site that 
analyzes graduation rates and reten- 
tion, the five-year graduation rate at 
Sac State for first time freshman stu- 
dents is 31 percent. .

Wood assures that no additional 
increases will be added to fund this 
project. 

“Finances for this project are 
available, however, the student 
body miust vote to transfer funds 
from the Spring 1997 Service Fee 
Referendums to support the reten- 
tion center,” Wood said. 

Students vote Nov. 23 and 24 
whether to support the project. by 
redirecting fees from financial aid 
resources to the center’s construc- 
tion. 

The plan’s second initiative 
addresses Wood’s campaign prom- 
ise to regulate student fee increases. 

The anti-fee increase initiative 
would ensure that student. fees do

not increase to the extent that they 
have in the past. ASI is collecting 
300,000 signatures from registered 
California voters, preferably in the 
CSU system, to petition the 
California secretary of state. 

If ASI succéssfully collects sig- 
natures within the designated time 
period, a measure will be placed on 
the 2006 ballot restricting fee 
increases from raising more than 5 
percent for any academic year. 

Brandon Kline, who ran against 
Wood on the yellow slate, does not 
believe ASI has a solid agenda 
because Wood’s approach to stabi- 
lizing fee increases is not realistic. 

“Students deserve a stable, pre- 


_ dictable fee structure,” Kline said. 


“But the money will have to come 
from somewhere.” 

Fees rose 30 percent in fall 2003, 
adding $474 onto undergraduate 
fees and $522 for graduate fees. 
Sacramento State and ASI are carry- 
ing this initiative with help from the 


“CSU. Student Governing Board to 


prevent fees from drastically rising 
again. 

The third initiative in Wood’s 
agenda concerns his promise to 
develop a Greek row. Wood has 
been working with Matthew Alltier, 
executive director of the CSUS 
Foundation, collecting data pertain- 





ing to a Greek 
row.

Wood is also working with Tom 


Carroll, program adviser for Student 
Activities, using the San Diego 
State Greek housing project as a 
model. At San Diego, the Greek row 
was a development between 
Student Housing Corporation and 
the University Foundation. 

‘The red slate, whose members 
all sit on ASI’s executive board, 
voted on issues prior to the 2004 
election. The majority of its mem- 
bers, including Wood, were against 
the RWEC measure to increase stu- 
dent fees to fund the project. The 
RWEC measure passed even 
though Wood won the election with 
an anti-RWEC campaign. 


Colleen Ripchick, who ran on > 


the red slate and is ASI vice presi- 
dent of university affairs, said that 
establishing design and construction 
of the RWEC is ultimately the 
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responsibility of the University 
Union Board and the CSUS 
Foundation. | 

She also said ASI’s responsibili- 
ty to secure and enact the voice of 
the students was fulfilled when stu- 
dents voted to pass the RWEC 
measure. 

Ripchick said that although the 
RWEC is not one of ASI’s three ini- 
tiatives, ASI is working behind the 
scenes to ensure that the voice of the 
students is heard. 

“ASI has established (RWEC) 
committees and is_ currently 
appointing students to these com- 


mittees in order to support the stu- . 


dent voice,” Ripchick said. 

Eric Guerra, former ASI 
President, realizes that although ASI 
does not have control over estab- 
lishing the physical development of 
the RWEC, the organization should 
strive to be involved in the develop- 
ment of the project. 

The students’ opinion of the 
project and the services students 
want from the RWEC are both top- 
ics Guerra believes should be 
addressed thoroughly by ASI. 

Guerra believes ASI and Wood 
should consider the $73 million 
project an initiative and concentrate 
on operations of the RWEC that will 
affect students’ lives. 





“ASI cannot go into this project: 


after it is developed and expect to be 
listened to by developers,” Guerra 
said. “It is the little details that will 
affect the students’ involvement 
with the (RWEC), and ASI is obli- 
gated to ensure no student sacrifices 
are made. ASI has a responsibility to 
the students to act aggressively in 
examining these details and argue, 
for the students, about policies ASI 
believes should be looked at.” 

Wood also- campaigned to 
increase campus security by provid- 
ing additional lighting and increase 
the visibility of officers around cam- 
pus. The initiative to make these 
improvements is in the planning 
stages. Wood hopes to use word of 
mouth and different marketing pro- 
cedures to promote informational 
resources to students concerned 
with safety. ’; 

“[ have met with (Sac State 
President Alexander Gonzalez) 
three or four times regarding cam- 
pus security,” Wood said. ““We don’t 
want to rush into anything without 
proper planning.” 

Wood took office May 31 and is 
serving a 12-month term with ASI. 
Next February, new candidates will 
begin to campaign and plan for an 
upcoming election. ,

Vice President of University 
Affairs and Panhellenic President 
Colleen Ripchick said IFC can still 
partially function without legally 
being recognized by Sac State. 

“Informal communication still 
occurs although no official meet- 
ings can take place,” Ripchick said. 
“However, IFC has no official vote 
with decision making if anything 
important were to come up.” 

As Panhellenic president, 
Ripchick said it would be difficult 
for any governing body to not con- 
duct an official meeting in over a 
month. 

‘*To postpone so much business, 
‘it would have a negative effect on 
everything. Plans for November 
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and December would have to shift 
backwards and meetings would be a 
three hour long catch up,” Ripchick 
said. 

Kline said IFC should not be 
required to go through the same reg- 
istration process as other clubs. 

“IFC is not a club, it is a govern- 
ing organization that works closely 
with Student Activities. The regis- 
tration process is simply pushing 
paperwork and it really doesn’t 
make a difference,” Kline said. 

Any organization that is appeal- 
ing the deadline for late registration 
must complete all registration 
requirements. In addition, these 
groups must submit a letter to the 
Student Activities Adviser address- 
ing why the deadline was missed, 
why the group needs recognition 
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and how the group will ensure the 
deadline is not missed.in the future. 

After the appeal is made, the 
Student Activities staff will consid- 
er it for review, which is a process 
that takes at least three weeks. 
Within a two-year period, groups 
are allowed to appeal to the missed 
deadline only once. 

Camera did not divulge any 
other information regarding other 
clubs that are also inactive due to 
failure to comply with the registra- 
tion process. ? 

“Tt is not appropriate for us to 
identify organizations in various 
stages of the process,” said Heather 
Dunn-Carlton, assistant director of 
Student Activities. “We work hard 
with organizations to re-new regis- 
tration however there is a deadline.”

In response to the campus screen- 
ing of Michael Moore’s controver- 
sial film “Fahrenheit 9/11,” the 
College Republicans sponsored a 
showing of “Fahrenhype 9/11” Oct. 
28 at the Hinde Auditorium in the 
University Union. 

Members of the College 
Republicans spent three days adver- 
tising for the event. 

“““Farenhype 9/11’ is a rebuttal to 
the lies that were portrayed in 
Fahrenheit 9/11,’ said Adam 
Willoughby, chairman of Students 
for Bush and member of the College 
Republicans. 

The film is narrated by individu- 
als such as director Dick Morris, a 
consultant to former President Bill 
Clinton, and Zell Miller, a 
Democratic senator from Georgia. 


The movie points out fallacies in 
Moore’s researching, deéfends 
President George W. Bush’s vacation 
time in his first 100 days of office, 
links Clinton to the lack of air securi- 
ty and shows Clinton’s money con- 
nections with Saudi Arabia. 

Nearly 30 people attended the 
screening, including parents who 
amused their young children with 
coloring books so they could see the 
film. 

“Tt is nice to see both points of 
view, and it was a good counterargu- 
ment, but I do not think it changed 
my view of the issue,” senior 
Democrat Steven Schwartz said. “T 
had a pretty good idea that 
‘Fahrenheit 9/11’ was made for 
shock value.” 

For some, the film reinforced a 
lot of previous knowledge. 

“T had already known a lot of 
what was in the movie, but it was 
good to hear some actual experts talk 
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about it and I thought it provided a 
convincing counter argument,” 
sophomore Republican Rick Morin 
said. . 
“Fahrenhype 9/11” was released 
on Oct. 5 in select theaters. The 
DVD was released on the same day 
as “Fahrenheit 9/11.” 

Democrats say that the smaller 
release nationwide is not the only 
reason “Fahrenhype 9/11” will not 
be as successful as Moore’s film. 

“Fahrenheit 9/11’ made over 
$125 million worldwide and they 
tried to recreate a conservative ver- 
sion,” said College Democrats 
President Robbie Abelon. “It won’t 
be as effective because there is no 
way a documentary criticizing 
another documentary will be suc- 
cessful.” 

Willoughby felt that the differ- 
ence between the two films was the 
lack off partisan bias that gave

omen have come a long 
way in their quest for 
equality. I am a firm sup- 


porter of human rights, especially 
the rights of women: and that’s why 
it breaks my heart to see many 
women on campus falter on equali- 
ty in relationships, the closest bond 
that two people can have with each 
other. 

Daily, I run into female friends 
who tell me about the problems that 
they have with their so-called “bet- 
ter half.” They often feel ignored, or 
like they are the inferior member of 
the relationship. 

Sometimes they worry that their 
partner isn’t being faithful to them: 
and often with good reason. Those 
who have‘thosen to live with their 
partners sometimes have found that 
they are suddenly doing all the 
work around the house. 

I always ask them the obvious 
question: why are you still with 
him? The answer: “because I love 
him.” Even when they know that 
he’s been unfaithful, I have heard 
them appeal to the old lie that a 
woman can change a man; which is 
so befuddling that it makes my head 
spin. 

After seeing this for years in the

relationships of some of my closest 
friends, I have come to the conclu- 
sion that some form of irrational 
logic is keeping women with men 
that are, quite frankly, bad for them. 
The culprit, as far as I can tell, is the 
instinct of initial attraction. As a 
recent article pointed out, some 
women are drawn to masculine 
men: men who fit that old-world 
stereotype of the male role. 

Wake up! This is where the 
problem begins. By definition, mas- 
culinity is an ideology concerning 
the superiority of men over women. 
Not that this is always a conscious 
effort. Rather, the subjection of 
women is innate in that system of 
thought, on a level so deep that 
many do not even have cognition of 
it: a thought process of competition, 
stratification and domination. 

Naturally, since it is patricentric, 
the conclusion of the masculine 
way of thought is that men are in 
some way superior to women. 


The question I have is twofold: 
what does a woman want from a 
man on a conscious level, and what 
do they want on an instinctive 
level? 

It seems that some women con- 
sciously seek equality and uncon- 
sciously seek masculinity in a man. 
This is evidenced most, however, 
by common qualities that many 
women say they are looking for in a 
man: that he should be respectful, 
thoughtful, caring etc. 

However, this is contradicted by 
the men that some women choose. 
If it is a desire for masculinity that 
women are seeking, as is suggested, 
then they will be hard pressed to 
find someone who will treat them 
with thoughtfulness, care or respect. 

Indeed, the masculine male will 
often not treat others as equals. 
Inequality in a relationship can only 
lead to unhappiness, as the true 
dominating nature of such men 
begins to lead to an imposition of 
will: demanding to know where 
you are, forbidding you to see cer- 
tain friends, demanding your time 
or favors (of any kind you can 
imagine) without giving any back 
in return (or, with the malicious 
ones, giving back only the minimal 
needed to sustain the woman’s hope 
that he is “making an effort’). 

In extreme cases, such inequali- 
ty leads to domestic abuse or even 


forced sexual acts. They will also be 
more likely to cheat on a woman in 
such a situation, because constantly 
devaluing the female gender 
inevitably leads to the point where 
women seem more like inter- 
changeable parts than human 
beings. Look at the men who treat 
women as a “score” that they must 
acquire a tally of: A sickening mix 
of the dehumanizing and competi- 
tive nature of the masculine man. 

Do any of those symptoms of an 
unhealthy relationship sound famil- 
iar to any of my readers? Tragically, 
these are things that many women 
have had to go through in relation- 
ships. 

Given that scenario, what choice 
can be made? Women in this posi- 
tion seem to have a choice to make 
between that which is masculine 
and that which desires equality. 

I am not saying that a woman 
should ignore initial attraction 
entirely: but as Immanuel Kant 
once said, “Know thyself.” Women, 
it is up to you to analyze how your 
instincts drive you, and to put those 
instincts in check if they cause more 
harm than good. And believe me, 
there are good men out there: they 
just might not be the ones that you 
are initially attracted to.

Raising kids not far off, 
something to think about 


ave rarely held a discussion 
[= the future in which I even 
tioned how I planned to raise 
my kids. We spend at least four years 
learning how to develop a career and 
comparatively little time on how to 
develop another human being. So I 
decided to find a child development 
professor and pick her brain. 

These days, kids are often out 
doing extra-curricular activities in the 
evenings and sometimes, so are par- 
ents. 

‘A change we’ve seen is that it’s 
now socially acceptable for a mother 
to have a job,” said Kristen 


Alexander, assistant professor.. of. . 
child development for Sacramento «, 


State; bsioup of ouon | 

_All of these busy schedules are 
making dinner around the family 
table an anachronism. Alexander was 
reluctant to pronounce a judgment 
about this evolution but conceded 
that it can have ramifications on chil- 
dren’s health. 

A mother and father exhausted 
from work are less likely to prepare a 
healthy meal. 

For my kids, I plan to enforce the 
activities thing in moderation. I’m 
going to want them socializing and 
expanding their minds during the 
day, but will also want them home to 
tell me about it at dinner time. On the 
same token, my wife and I will need 
to make sure we don’t cater to our 
occupations more than our kids. 

I received the occasional spank- 
ing as a child and so did many of my 
friends. It was never abusive or done 
out of anger and yet it’s hard for me 
to imagine doing the same to. my 
kids. 

There’s too much stigma connect- 
ed to it. Alexander said that when she 
runs parental focus groups and asks 
parents if they spank their kids, they 
all look sheepish and futilely deny it. 
Even my sisters and I noticed this cul- 
tural shift during the late *80s. We 
started threatening our parents with 
child abuse reports if they got itchy 
wooden spoon-fingers. 

The disciplinary contribution that 
a few swats on the rear end did pro- 
vide was an instant and easy to:com-. 
prehend,;, ,consequence. Even 
Alexander, who is staunchly opposed 
to spanking, admitted that her field 





hasn’t yet agreed upon an alternative 
that achieves this with equal effec- 
tiveness. 

There’s only so much a timeout or 
scolding can teach kids with limited 


attention spans and reasoning skills. “4; , 
| Her concern, is thatat potentially: |--~- 


teaches kids to use physical con- 
frontation to resolve conflicts. She 
said that children learn far more from 
adults’ actions than their words. 

I doubt that ’ll spank my kids, but 
I’m not going to consider those who 
do to be violent parents. 

The research on the effects of 
daycare is all over the map. 
Alexander said that the general con- 
sensus among her professional kin is 
this: If a child has an excellent fami- 
ly-life, he or she will inevitably lose 
benefits in daycare. She said the rea- 
son is that it’s impossible for even the 
best provider to replicate the knowI- 
edge, authority and emotional con- 
nection parents have with their child. 

But if kids come from a dysfunc- 
tional home, daycare can help 
because it exposes them to the stabil- 
ity they’re being denied by their par- 
ents. Basically, daycare punishes 
good parents and rewards bad ones. 
Alexander said that if you do choose 
daycare, make sure it has a low child 
to adult ratio and educated caregivers 
with a well-defined curriculum. 

She can plan on marrying a man 
who respects her motherhood as a 
full-time vocation that’s probably 
harder than his job. What I know for 
sure is that we’ll both have to work as 
a team and be willing to sacrifice 
dreams. People who don’t know that 
shouldn’t put themselves in charge of 
other human beings of any age.

State University Board of 
Trustees. 

They have just passed a vote 
that will increase undergraduate 
and credential student’s tuition by 8 
percent. 

If you’re a graduate student you 
are looking at an increase of 10 per- 
cent next fall. Uh, not cool. It gets 
better though folks, we will have an 
additional increase the following 
year, no vote on that, it is already 
done. Ha, I’ll be gone by then but 
many of you will be pinching your 
pennies even more than before. 

It’s part of this higher education 
compact deal that was made with 
the governor last May. “It calls for 
the CSU to develop its annual 
budget plan based on the assump- 
tion that undergraduate student fees 
will increase by 14 percent for 
2004-05, and by 8 percent each for 
2005-06 and 2006-07,” according 
to a summary of the October 28, 
2004, Board of Trustees meeting. 
(http://www.calstate.edu/pa/news/2 
004/BOT1004.shtml) 

I found it interesting in this sum- 
mary report that Murray L. 
Galinson, chairman of the board, 
was very sympathetic to our needs 
and urged us to spur change. 

‘T strongly suggest that we all 
work together, faculty, students, 
trustees and the administration, to 
show the governor and the legisla- 
tors that the needs of the CSU sys- 
tem are much greater than what this 
budget reflects,” Galinson said in 
the summary. 

Makes you feel like the guy was 
pulling for us. 

That he knows that continual 
increase in tuition will close the 
door for many students who are 
barely making it now, and who will 
possibly not be making it to class at 
all in two years. As I continued to 
read down the summary it eventual- 
ly gets to the goods — in this case the 
actual score of the vote that was 15- 
3. Lt, Gov., Cruz Bustamante, 
Trustee Ricardo F, Icaza and, stu- 
dent Trustee Eric Guerra, according 
to the summary report, made the 
three dissenting votes. 

Notice anything? Mr. Galinson 
voted for the increase. Well, so he’s 
sort of on our side, just not enough 
to vote against the increase. Who 





am I though? Maybe he does care 
about the next generation’s educa- 
tional future. 

Basically this increase is a six- 
year plan, and all I can say is get the 
hell out as soon as possible. Pray 
you get that big fancy job so you 
can pay off all your financial aid 
and then pray that tuition at a state 
school isn’t so ridiculous by the 
time you have kids that college will 
still be in the reach of the average 
Californian. 

The summary said the tuition 
increase is set to counteract some of 
the negative effects the university 
system suffered because of the ugly 
state budget crisis — to the tune of 
$500 million.

~ Union damage estimates revised

Damages to Sacramento State’s 
University Union from an early 
semester storm could cost $100,000 
more than original estimates. 

The downpour in Sacramento 
dumped over an inch of rain in less 
than a half an hour Sept. 19. 

Water from outside rushed into 
the Union and soaked the building’s 
floors. . 

Don Tucker, the assistant director 
of operations for the Union, said 
damage costs are not final but that 
Sac State could pay up to $500,000 
to fix the Union’s floors and other 
places inside the building affected 
by the storm. 

‘The carpet is the only thing left 
to fix,” Tucker said. 

He said Sac State’s insurance 
will cover most of the cost, but the 
deductible will come out of the uni- 
versity’s fund, which is paid for by 
student fees. 


Ron Richardson, interim vice 
president of facilities management, 
said the storm came as surprise to 
everyone in the Sacramento Valley 
and that Sac State was only was only 
as prepared as any other facility. 

‘‘We prepare on an annual basis,” 
Richardson said. 

Sac State has plumbers who clear 
storm drains four times per year and 
who continuously make sure the 
sump pumps are in working condi- 
tion in case they are needed to pump 
out flood waters after a storm or 
from other unexpected flooding. 

Sac State’s Department of Public 
Safety held disaster preparedness 
training for campus personnel last 
week, 

Tucker said he spent all 
Thursday in training and that floods 
on campus were the police depart- 
ment’s number one disaster concern 
and the focus of the training. 

“We trained on how to manage 
disasters by getting the most done in 
the shortest amount of time,” Tucker 
said.

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Tucker said nothing specific on 
campus would receive structural 
changes to prepare for future floods 


since the campus, along with all of. 


Sacramento, is built on a flood plain. 

Laurie Hall, lead writer for 
University Advancement in the 
Public Affairs Office, said that Sac 
State’s drains were never designed 
for large amounts of rainfall all at 
once. 

She said nothing special would 
be done on campus for future rains 
since storms that cause flooding usu- 
ally do not happen in Sacramento. 

George Kline, a spokesperson 
for the national Weather Service, 
said Sacramento received 3.09 inch- 
es of rain in October, which is 389 
percent above normal. 

A gauge that the weather service 
has set up at the water treatment 
plant near Sac State measured 
Sacramento’s rain totals. 

He said the weather service pre- 
dicts that storms will taper off and 
bring the winter season’s rainfall 
down to normal amounts.

The same paths don’t always lead to the same desti- 
nations. 

The same can be said for two of Sacramento State 
soccer’s best players this season, junior midfielder 
Marco Ramirez and sophomore midfielder/forward 
Ryan Rhoads. 

Both Ramirez and Rhoads attended Beyer High 
School in Modesto and the duo played alongside one 
another for the Patriots. The similarities, however, end 
there. 

Even though both players are listed as midfielders, 
they play entirely differently positions, in soccer terms. 

Ramirez is the defensive commander for the 
Hornets, controlling the field and wearing out the 
opposing players with his running, tackling and smoth- 
ering defense. 

Rhoads is the polar opposite. He’ll shoot right by 
three defenders, beat another off the dribble and score, 
all the while making it look easy. 

Sophomore defender Utodi Madu, who plays alone 
side Ramirez every game, says that although Ramirez 
doesn’t have the same flashy, offensive-minded style of 
play as Rhoads, his contributions to the team are equal- 
ly as important. 

‘““Marco’s work ethic and running is unparalleled; he 
tackles like a truck,” Madu said. “He is the focal point 
of our defense because he connects with everybody.” 

Rhoads, who has scored seven goals in his last eight 
games, is more of an offensive threat than Ramirez 
because of his speed and ability to beat players with the 
ball, which creates shots for both himself and his team- 
mates. 

Junior forward Ricky Rodriguez, who’s hooked up 
with Rhoads for goals on many occasions this season, 
says that Rhoads’ passionate play as of late is the spark 
that the Hornets mightily needed. 

““He’s always hungry for his goals. He complements 
the rest of the guys on the team perfectly because he’s 
always in the right place at the right time,” Rodriguez 
said. 

Though their style of an is significantly different, 
their roots go way back. Because of their past experi-

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ence together, both Ramirez and Rhoads have a good 
understanding of one another’s play.on the field. 
“Ryan’s always been talented and even though I was 
a senior when we played together at Beyer, he showed 
me what he could do when we played for the high 
school championship,” Ramirez said. “Since then, he’s 
matured and now is great with the ball on his feet. He’ ll 
make you look real bad with some of his moves.” 
Rhoads, who graduated two years after Ramirez, 
says that without Ramirez’ solid play in the backfield, 


. the Hornets would never be where they are today. 


“He’s the engine that runs our team and sometimes 
he goes unnoticed,” said Rhoads of Ramirez. “He puts 
in all that work and without him winning all of the balls 
he does, we wouldn’t be doing this well.” 

Despite the fact that the two players don’t have much 
in common, without Rhoads ‘putting in a good word 
with head coach Michael Linenberger, the Modesto 
connection for the Hornets might not have ever hap- 
pened.’ 

After Ramirez graduated from Beyer in 2001, he 
played two years of soccer for Modesto Junior College, 
but right as Ramirez was about to play soccer for the 
Hornets’ biggest rival, San Diego State, fate eee in 
the form of Ryan Rhoads. 

“Coach called me into his office and asked me about

His latest 
solo album “Deceiver,” produced by 
Sugar Hill Records, showcases not 
only his award-winning mandolin 
playing, but is the first album to fea- 
ture his vocals, too. 
“Deceiver,” is an album in which 
a pleasantly altemative voice and 
innovative lyrics are combined to 
result in 10 unique songs.
